He also states that “the Soviet 
Union performed an essentially. religious act 
entirely parallel with (the) Christian abhor- 
rence of covetousness when it cut the tap- 
root of covetoushess, freeing men from the 
bondage of the acquisitive instinct and pav- 
ing the way for a new organization of life 
on a higher level of existence.” (Pages 317 
and 318.) , 

In a world of strife and poverty, the

Churchill’s Speech 
Indicts Both Sides 


No one can reveal himself quite as suc- 
cessfully as a capitalist spokesman who tries 
to expose his imperialist rival. That is be- 
cause one imperialism is involved in the 
crimes of the others.

Churchill’s speech to Italy wasn’t half so 
informative about Mussolini as it Was about 
British imperialism without which Mussolini 
never could have committed the crimes that 

brought on this imperialist war. 

In one fell swoop, Churchill, unwittingly, 
revealed the laudable aims of British im- 
perialism: they are to set up in Italy and in 
all other countries, not governments to bring 
peace and freedom to the people, but puppet 
regimes which will do the bidding of the 
‘glorious Empire. That was the meaning of 
Churchill’s pious demagogy. 

Although Churchill pretended he was 
speaking to the people of Italy, he was really 
addressing himself to the Italian ruling class. 
Not one word did he have to say against 
_ fascism—-the system through which the mo- 
nopolists use Mussolini to grind down the 
_Italian people in hunger and adventurous 
wars. In fact, he assured the Italian capital- 
ists that he had helped them win their 
„African empire.“ Even Mussolini, in Chur- 
chill's speech, was only a misguided great 
. man,” who happened to be on the “wrong” 
side of the imperialist squabble. 
In effect, Churchill said: “Italian capital- 
ists butcher, murder, oppress your people 
all you want. Let Italian sons and husbands 
“keep on dying in this imperialist war. But, 
for goodness sake, give us a fascist dictator 
ho will play ball with us. We are the salt 
of the earth; make the Italian youth can- 
non-fodder for the British empire and not 
for the axis empire.” :

Negro country as a pawn in his tussle with- 
British imperialism. 

This episode in imperialist double-dealing 
shows that British imperialist is no more 
a friend of the Negro people than it is of 
the Italian people. Only the Soviet Union, 
sole friend of small nations, stood up for 
the independence and freedom of the Ethi- 
opian people, and worked with might and 
main for the sanctions which Britain secret- 
ly sabotaged with the agreement of Italian 
fascism. This, of course, is the “crime” of 
Socialism. In cynically admitting British as- 
sistance in the rape of Ethiopia, Churchill 
was giving an example of the same duplicity 
through which the Empire worked to give 
Czechoslovakia to Hitler, and Spain to both 
Hitler and Mussolini. 

President Roosevelt, whose pretensions 
of “democracy” become more noisy and hypo- 
critical, must accept responsibility for his 
ally who now openly admits his complicity 
in snuffing out the life of small nations. For 
the Knudsens are not only grooming Amer- 
ican youth as cannon fodder for Wall Street 
and the Bank of England, but Roosevelt col- 


laborated with this same ally in refusing to 


lift the embargo against the Spanish Re- 
public, : 

Wall Street, through its Roosevelts, Hill- 
mans and Greens, calls on labor and the 
people to make “sacrifices.” 
Does it expect the Negro people to die and 
starve for an imperialist ally thatestabbed 
Ethiopia in the back? Does it expect the 
Italian people to starve and die for an impe- 
rialist power that calls for bigger and better 
oppressors of the Italian people—as long as 
they do the bidding of the Empire? Does 
it expect American youth to die in order that 
Wall Street can carry out its war bargains 
with the Bank of England? 

If Churchill is so anxious for a revolution 
it can begingat home, and can extend on to 
Mussolini and Hitler. In the words of Wil- 
liam Gallacher, Communist member of Par- 
Jiament: ' 

“But if the members of the House want 
revolution in those countries, then I am 
going to suggest that revolution would be a 
good thing in this country. Let us get a 
government which will take over the land 
and conscript the wealth of the country and 
use them in the interests of the mass of the 
people. Let us get a people’s government 
which would free India and the colonial peo- 
ples instead of chasing after new territories.” 

Churchill’s speech is a striking proof that 
neither side of the imperialist war can bring 
about a just peace; and that the people 
alone, taking their fate in their own hands, 
can accomplish a people’s peace based on 
freedom and independence for all nations. 
It is out of this desire that the great British 
people’s convention will be held in London 


January 12th. By giving full moral support . 


to this undertaking, the American people 
will be aiding their own peace, freedom and 


security. . 


Gaod News from Great Lakes 


No peace movement of the people can be 
successful unless it is built upon the solid 
foundation of trade union activity. 

That is why it is good news to read of the 
decisions of the Great Lakes Conference of 
the CIO National Maritime Union. Not only 
did the conference go on record opposing 
loans ,to belligerent powers in Europe and 
any sacrifice of social progress, but it also 
took steps to give life to this resolution. This 
it did by proposing the formation of a peace 


committee in each branch and subdivision 


of the union. 


The unions must be the most alert and 
olitspoken factors in the peace movement of 
the people. The unions, in particular, should 
respond to the forthcoming American Peace 
Mobilization conference in Washington in 
mid-January to oppose the President's latest 
“loan aid” plan to involve the country in the 
war.

lulling the suspicions of the people, most of 


whom are dead-set against participation in 
the war. It is curious how the same persons 
who go to the extreme of shrieking that 
Hitler may arrive here in 30 or 60 days in 
order to justify huge armament expendi- 
tures, at the same time go to the other ex- 
treme and insist that the Hitler government 
is too helpless to retort to our war moves. 

The fact is, the road which the Roosevelt 
Administration is now treading, leads to war 
and the Administration is quite aware of 
that fact. It is up to the people to call a 
halt now before the Administration is able 
to take any further moves toward involving 
this nation into a war against the will of 
its people.

Writing from St. Paul, Minne- 
sota, Herbert Lewis in the same 
curvey points cut that the North- 
west is “aloof” and that when it 
talks about aid to Britain short of 
war “it really means short of war.”
